Vewhereas wee doe often 
name this word Perſon, 
and ſay that God in perſon was 
made man, weemult greatly 
feare, that we donotſecme to 
fay this, That God the word did 
nay by the reſemblance of atti- 
on take / ok him thoſe things, 


that appertaine to ys , and 
that hee wrought whatſocuer 
belonged to the couerſation of 
a man, as it were tn ſhew, and 
not as a true Ian:as is wont 
to be done onthe ſtages, where 
one 
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one man ddth ſuddenly repre- 
lent many perſons, of the 
which himſelfe is none. For 
as often as there is made are- 
{ſemblance of . another mans 
action, the duties and deedes 
of others are ſo done, as that 
yet theſe men, that at them, 
are not the very ſame men, 
whom they doaR, or counter- 
feit, For,that we may for illu- 
ſtrationſake vic the enſamples 
of things ſecular, and which 


' are vied of the | Mamihees , 


whenas a Tragicall Player doth 
counterfeit a Prielt, ora King, 
hee is neither a Prieſt, nor a 
King : for the action ceaſing, 
thoſe things alſo ceaſe toge- 
ther, which that perſon had 
repreſented. 

But from vs farre bee this 
curſed & wicked mockery.Let 
this madncfſe be the Afanicheer, 


who 
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who being phantaRicall Prea- 
chers,affirme that the Sonne of 
God, who is God, was not a 
man truely and ſubſtancially, 
but that hee reſembled man by 
a certaine imaginary act and 
conuerſation. Butthe Catho- 
licke faith doth fo ſay that the 
Word of God was made Man, 
that hee tooke vpon him our 
nature and properties , Mot de- 
ceitfully, and in ſhew, but 27»ly, 
and lively: and that he did not 
reſemble thoſe things, which 
belong tothe nature of man,as 
not his owne, but that hee did 
ſuſtaine them rather, as being 
bz orzne : and that hee was al- 
together alſo the very thing, 
which hee did reſemble. Euecn 
as weourſelues allo inthat we 
ſpeake, vnderitand, liue, and 
ſubliſt, wee doe not repreſent 
amen, but wee are men. For 
neither 


neither Peteyand /ohn that we 
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may eſpecially ſpeake ofthem) 
were men by imitating, but by 
ſubfiſting. In like maner Pax/ 
did not counterfeit an Apoſtle, 
or reſemble Pan! : but hee was 
an Apoſtle, and Paul indeede : 
Euenſo alſo God 'the Word by 
aſſuming and hauiug thefleſh; 
and by ſpeaking, doing, and 
ſuffering bythe fleſh,yert with= 
out any corruption of his na- 
ture, vouchſafed verily to per- 
formethis, that hee might not 
reſemble or counterfeit a per- 
fe& man, but exhibite, that hee 
might not ſeeme,or be thoughr 
ro bee atrue man, but that hee 
might ſubfiſt}, and bee one in- 
deede. Therefore as the ſoule 
ynited to the fleſh, bur yernort 
turned into fleſh, doth not re- 
ſemble a man, but is aman,& is 


a man not in ſhew, butin ſub- 
ſtance:

ſtance: foalſothe Ford God by 
yniting himſelfe vnto man 
without any couerſ1on ofhim- 
{elfe was made man not by c6- 
fufion,nor by imitation, but by 
ſubliſing.
